The United States Shipping Board of Washington and 

Boston, Mr. Henry Howard, Chairman, telegraphed me some days ago 
to secure forty sextants by purchase or lease for the use of the 
Boarde The need is urgent.

In‘answer to a telegram sené to Frederick William Taylor last 
hight at Montreal he suggested that we try you, You will do me 
@ great favor if you will telegraph should you have any the 
number that can be purchased or leased. Any expense I will pay. 


I am instructed by Mr. Howard to say that the Board 
will pay from fifty to ninety dollars each, according to condition, 
and two dollars a month for the lease of them for a few months. 

The price to be paid for those offered outright will be determined 
by the experts of the Board in Boston. Mr. Howard will appreciate 
any service that you may be able to render him, Sir Frederick 
Williams Taylor and William Turner, Eseq., the resident: Manager at 
Chicago, have rendered conspicuous service in securing from the 
authorities at Ottawa data that brought forth a most appreciative 
letter from the Secretary of War, Mr. Baker, the Secretary. of the 
Navy, Mr. Daniels, and the Asst. Secretary, Mr. Roosevelt. Qur 
friends of the Bank of Montreal have been good enough to volunteer 
to be of any service in their power to the authorities at 
Washington, and I feel assured of your friendly assistance so far 
as is possible and consistent.
